From this point, the study 
follows the Britain policy towards the Arab Gulf, since Britain had tried 
to get Russia away 

Russia was considered the main rival to Britain for ago in the Middle 
East. Its objection is mainly over some central parts on the Iranian 
boundaries. And the Russian activities in the end of the nineteenth 
century represent a threat over the dominate of Britain over seas namely 
over the Arab Gulf The main goal of sending the Russia warships to the 
Arab Gulf in the beginning of the twentieth century was to show the 
British and the public via raising the Russian flag in the Arab Gulf that it 
is the right of all nations to sail in the Arab Gulf This is, of course, 
against the British end over to master the Arab Gulf .
